Utica Healthy Engagement Leads to Prevention 


U-HELP (Utica Healthy Engagement Leads to Prevention) 
was sponsored by the Morehouse School of Medicine on 
behalf of the Historically Black Colleges and Universities 
Center for Excellence (HBCU-CFE) in Behavioral Health 
and the office of Title lll/SAFRA. 

The purpose of the U-HELP project is to implement 
prevention and early intervention strategies addressing the 
mental and behavioral health needs of Hinds Community 
College students on the Utica Campus. U-HELP allows 
students to gain knowledge about mental health issues, 
coping issues, and personal and life skills. This project also 
gives students who are considering careers in Social and 
Behavioral Sciences, Education, and Health Sciences the 
opportunity to learn more about their career field through 
internships and networking. 

The project’s focus is to promote, provide, and guide 
students into activities specific to the mental and behavioral 
health needs of the Utica campus. Student participants and 
project leaders formed partnerships with professional 
mental and behavioral health providers, the campus TRIO 
programs, and Student Services to accomplish this task. 

Students selected to participate in the U-HELP project 
received specific training to prepare them to function as Peer 
Educators/Mentors for students on and off campus. These 
students attended workshops, observed and practiced 
demonstrations in areas such as Trust Building, Critical 
Thinking, Self-Acceptance, Effective Communication, and 
certain mental and behavioral health issues. They also 
received two academic credits after completing a Life Skills 
Development or Self-Affirmation enrichment course.

Mr. Wayne Brown mirrors Dr. Martin Luther King's 
actions of love, service, unity, concerns for humanity, and 
nonviolent social change. Wayne Brown was born 
September 6, 1945 in New Orleans, LA. to his parents 
Eugene and Adalaide Brown. He and his family lived in 
a building under his grandparents until he was four. His 
grandfather had a black woman named Tonya who 
worked for him; she and her children were the only 
blacks he would come in contact with after they moved 
to the suburbs of New Orleans until he was 21 years old.

As a boy, he spent his summers 
| Lakeshore, MS. He and his brothers would go crabbing, 
Acrawfishing, fishing, and berry-picking, cut grass, and pick 
■^vegetables to have fun and pass the time. He often sold 
the fish, crawfish, crab, and berries he attained from his 
4 adventures. 

Mr. Brown's family was not poor, but they were not 
i rich either. All of Mr. Brown's family lived by the quote 
Ijthatyou have to work for what you want and that 


a man s 

If word is his bond. His family only had one car and the 
^majority of the time, his father used it to go to work at 
pthe Southern Pacific Railroad. Therefore, Mr. Brown and 
g brothers had to ride bikes, walk, or use public transits 
I to get where they wanted to go. Mr. Brown walked to 
f§ school every day until he reached the 10th grade. 

Shortly after he graduated from college, he started 
| teaching at the school he attended, which was a freedom 


of choice school. A freedom of choice school was one 
that was semi-desegregated, which meantthatyou could 
choose to attend a segregated or desegregated school. 
This would be the first time since he was 4 years old that 
he had interactions with black people. In one instance,

ie had a misunderstanding with one of his black students 
named Ludiene, so she brought her mother to school one | 
day. When the girl's mother walked in the door, it was 
Dorothy, the daughter of Tonya who used to work for his 
grandmother. He was shocked but it gave him a sense of 
security. Mr. Brown had no more problems out of 
.udiene. 

In 1 976-1 982, Mr. Brown served as the Supervisor of 
Dhild Welfare and Attendance under the first female and 
irst black superintendent, Margarette Houston. During 
v his work, he often had to go to unpleasant neighborhoods 
where he experienced many bizarre situations. He also 
served as a hearing officer who decided the fate of 
students who had 3 or more suspensions and were up 
against expulsion. In one occurance as a hearing officer, 

1 6 year old girl had 3 straight suspensions in one week 
or skipping school. When they had the hearing, Mr. 
rown asked the young teen what she really wanted and 
;he replied that she wanted to get her GED and go to 
unior college. Mr. Brown asked the young lady what was 
topping her and she answered that she was too young 
o drop out. When he asked the Principal why he did not 
allow her to leave school to get her GED, he said that he 
could not because he did not have the power to. So 
considering all factors he made the decision to expel her. 

A few years later, Mr. Brown got a call from the girl's 
mother taking him for making the decision, because she 
obtained her GED, got her degree in Court Stenography, ;; 
and is now the court reporter for the 5th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals. Mr. Brown said that to know that he changed 
someone's life by making one decision gives him chills. 
He also said that knowing that someone succeeded 
aecause of his help was the greatest reward ever; he also 
proclaimed that even $1 0,000 would not have given him 
the same joy of knowing she prevailed. 

Mr. Brown's work as a supervisor also had its afflictions, 
n this instance, he was assigned to go to a 9th grade girl's 
Dome. Mr. Brown had been to her house 3 times and she | 
till had not attended school. It escalated to the point 
where he had to take her to court. Peculiarly, she did not ] 
how up for court either. So the judge told Mr. Brown to

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was anything he could do. Appallingly, when he returned 
to the girl's house, she had committed suicide. Mr. Brown 

I said he felt guilty and that it was agonizing for him to go 
to the girl's house and have her mother give him such 
horrible news. After this tragic experience, he developed 
the first suicide prevention system in Louisiana in 1984. 

All in all, Mr. Brown exemplifies what Dr. King means 
in his quote "the ultimate measure of a man is not where 
he stands in moments of comfort and convenience, but 
where he stands at times of controversy." Mr. Brown 
jdisplays service, love, unity, concerns for humanity, and 
nonviolent social change; from his work at a freedom of I 
choice school during the racial turmoil of the mid-60s, j 
to his development of the first suicide prevention 
program in Louisiana. Mr. Brown stated that he will help 
anyone in any way that he can, and he would never do 
something that he would not do for anyone else. If Mr. ! 
Brown were to be measured by where he stands at times 
i of controversy, he would get an outstanding review.

The ultimate measure of a man is not where he stands in 
moments of comfort and convenience, but where he stands 
at times of challenge and controversy reminds me so much of 
my grandmother. Although my grandmother was faced with 
many things that should have just thrown her down, she still ; 
stood on her two feet with her head held high. The things she 
went through didn't make her a weak individual; it made her 
strong with no one there to comfort her in any type of way. 
My grandmother now is a school teacher and a mentor to 
children. Mostly, she is strong. This reminds me of her because ; 
she had her first child at the age of sixteen, but it didn't stop 
her, she was put out at the age of seventeen, it didn't stop 
her, but nowshe tells her story to other youngchildren, hoping, 
to make them better people in life. 

My grandmother had her first child at the age of sixteen. 
After getting pregnant, she thought everything was over for 
her. One day sitting at home, I asked her how did she feel 
about getting pregnant at such an early age? She said " I didn't ; 
know what to do." She said her mom and dad had always* 
told her she wasn't going to be anything and with her and with I 
her getting pregnant, she may have proven them just right. r 
She told me but she didn't let it stop her. Although she was| 
pregnant, she managed to get her high school diploma a year 
before she was supposed to graduate. She then went off tot 
college at Jackson State University. She said "Lineasia I wasn't; 
going to let me having a child stop me from what I wanted to : 
be in life." 

At the age of seventeen, she was put out of her mom house h 
with nowhere to go. She said it was the most horrible feeling; 
ever. She told me that she slept in her car for two days, and 
she found her somewhere to live. She was then on her own. 
After all, she decided to let her daughter be adopted by her 
mom, not knowing that she could be having another child. 
She was pregnant with a baby boy, my uncle. It didn't break 
her though. I asked her why her mom would put her out with 
nowhere to go. She said " Lineasia it was because your grand- 
dad called the house after ten o'clock and she got mad.'' She

said " I asked the Lord when I left to never let me have a 


reason for going back to live with my mom and it's been thirty- 
five years and I haven't been back." My grandmother was 
strong. 

Out of all the things she had been through, it didn't knock 
her down. She now tell her story to other children. She taught 
me that no matter what you go through in life, it's a reason 
for it and it could make you or it could break you. It made her' 
strong. Telling her story to others makes her proud. It makes 
her proud because she's still standing. She has a masters, and* 
a doctorial but she was told she wasn't going to be anything. 
She's also a head-start teacher and mentor. I love my 
grandmother because she was strong.
